The maximum payment which can be made by this de- 
partment is $40.00 per month. In October, 1946, we were 
able to make payments above $30.00 for the first time. This 
was due to an appropriation of $50,000 by the special ses- 
sion of the legislature and a temporary change in the basis 
of federal matching. Congress authorized the Social Se- 
curity Administration until December, 1947, to reimburse 
the States $10.00 for the first $15.00 paid. For the balance 
of the payment the old fifty-fifty matching basis is still in 
effect. 

Many increases were made to meet cost of living bud- 
gets. Grants are practically up to date on current investi- 
gated applications. Intake has increased and is now. on a 
prewar basis of about 100 applications per month.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of ‘Strafford: 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1946, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 


‘One one-teacher school and two two-teacher schools 
were maintained for thirty-five weeks. The average num- 
ber of pupils enrolled was 111 and the average daily attend- 
ance was 95.24. The average cost per pupil was $87.87. 
Twenty-five pupils were transported at an average cost of 
$12.04. Tuition was paid for three elementary and thirty- 
two high school pupils. Due to increased enrollment, a third 
teacher was engaged at South Strafford at the beginning 
of the winter term. 


A review of pupil progress shows that of the 131 dif- | 


ferent elementary pupils enrolled, 95 were promoted one or 
more grades, 10 were promoted conditionally, 3 were not 
promoted, 20 transferred to other schools, 2: dropped out of 
school, and one was demoted a grade during the year. — 


Although the building at South Strafford was not fully 
completed, due to shortages of critical materials and great 
difficulty in obtaining necessary items for construction and 
equipment when most needed, children and teachers have 
enjoyed advantages that were previously not available. The 
work there has been well done, exhibiting superior work- 
manship and painstaking adherence to state regulations and 
plan. The functional efficiency of the building has been 
greatly improved for school purposes, not alone by addition 


of classrooms making possible more effective organization 


by grades, but by the following features: insulation of the 
entire building, steam-vapor heating system with thermo- 
stat controlled oil burner,’ artificial lighting of the most 
modern type in all classrooms, space for preparing and 
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serving school lunches, automatic pressure pump utilizing 
overflow from drinking fountains for toilets and boiler, con- 
crete work around entire building improving drainage, and 
concrete steps making an easier approach from the street. 
When fully completed the school should have new furniture, 
a more adequate playground, which state school officials in- 
dicate can be provided by extensive grading on top of the 
rising ground back of the school, and equipment for the 
school lunch room. 


The Miller’s Pond school has been wired and equipped 
with electric lights that meet the state standards. Up-to- 
date text books have been provided in arithmetic, spelling, 
reading, writing, hygiene, science and English. When pos- 
sible, new books should be purchased for geography and 
history. 


Present indications and all reliable sources predict ris- 
ing costs for schools. Many high schools have nearly doub- 
led their tuition rate for the next school year. Teachers’ 
salaries are likely to increase by at least one-third. Prices 
of school supplies have increased, and costs of transporta- 
tion and all services are likely to be much higher. Since it 
is the obligation of the state to equalize educational oppor- 
tunity within the state and since many believe the federal 
government should do likewise as between states, relief for 
the property taxpayer in this emergency can come only to 
the degree that these larger tax areas assume this duty and 
enact legislation favorable to education.
